DISCOURSE BY PRESIDENT GEORGE Q. CANNON. 


[CONTINUED FROM PAGE 34.] 

I REFER now to the Jews. There are also other branches of the House of 
Israe] that have been‘in like manner preserved, and will be preserved, 
through the promises which were made to their fathers. There was some 
use in serving God in those days. There were blessings promised that 
were very great, and that encouraged the men who served Him to endure 
all things, even death itself; for they had the promise that they should 
become kings and have dominion and rule, and their posterity should be 
blessed in the earth, and they should have great rewards in eternity. 
These were incentives for them to keep the commandments of God. Where 
are any people who receive such promises now? Outside of the Latter- 
day Saints, there are none to be found on the face of the earth. Why is 
this? Is it because God is dead? Is it because He is not the same to-day 
that He always was? Is it because He has become a respecter of persons, 
and in one generation He will bestow great blessings upon His servants, 
and in another generation will withhold them? No, it is not for any of 
these reasons. It is because the inhabitants of the earth have not lived up 
to His commandments, and they have not exercised the faith that the 
ancients had in order to receive these blessings. Can you not all perceive 
what a difference there is in the world to-day, outside of our Church, from 
that which existed in ancient times, when men served God and kept His 
commandments? The Bible is full of promises tothem. They were favored 
individuals, favored families, favored races, and favored nations, because 
they kept the commandments of God. There is certainly something 
wrong in this condition that exists now in the world. Either God has 
changed, or else He has died, or gone to sleep, or else the inhabitants of 
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the earth do not live so as to receive His blessings. I prefer to believe 
that God lives, that He has not gone on a journey, and that He has not 
gone to sleep. I prefer to believe that the failure to receive these great 
blessings and promises is due to men. 

Now, God has restored the Gospel, through which these blessings are to 
be received. How shall they be received, and where shall they be received? 
Why, God has commanded us to build temples, and we have had the same 
anxiety in relation to building temples that the children of Israel had in 
the days of David and of Solomon; and we have built temples and have 
received blessings in them. We have received promises, endowments and 
keys, by which we can go to God as the ancients did, exercise faith before 
Him, and obtain the promises that they received. It is for this purpose 
that temples have been built. I said to you the other day that this is the 
only people on the earth that I knew anything of where every reputable 
male member of the Church held some portion of the Priesthood, and 
where every man, as fast as he was prepared, received the Melchisedek 
Priesthood and the power and the authority connected therewith. Why 
is it that God has distributed this power among this people? It is for the 
purpose of raising them up and making them a holy nation—a nation of 
kings and of priests. Not three men standing between God and the 
people. Not twelve men sitting on a platform and being the oracles to 
the people without the people having the chance to know whether they 
are the servants of God or not. Not seventy men, nor any number of 
men. No caste, no distinction, no classing of the people in that way; but 
every one that behaves himself and serves God, receiving the same as all 
the rest. Where is there anything on the earth like it? You cannot find 
it among men. It is the beginning of that great power that will over- 
shadow the earth, and that will lift every man near to his God. No man 
need be afraid, for he will get all that he can bear. It ought to make us 
rejoice from the bottom of our hearts that in this respect we are so 
blessed. Other churches have their preachers, and they are divided into 

asses. The preachers are lifted up. They explain the word of God to 
the people, and the people sit and listen. Do they tell them that it is 
their privilege to know for themselves? No, they do not, because it has 
become a profession to preach the Gospel for money and to divine for 
hire. Men are educated in colleges and in universities to give them these 
distinctions and to lift them above their fellows. That is not God’s way, 
and that is not His design connected with this people. He intends to 
make us a great and mighty people, and He wants to get us to realize— 
and the servants of God are striving to that end as fast as they can—our 
own importance and our own privileges. The First Presidency and the 
Twelve do not want the people to think that everything depends upon 
them. They are trying to infuse into the hearts of all the men and women 
of this Church the dignity of their calling, and the closeness of their 
relationship to God, and to have them feel that they are important in His 
sight. 

We are building temples for the express purpose of bestowing blessings 
upon the people, and preparing the people for eternity. We have come 
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to the earth for that purpose. We have not come here to be like so many 
animals—to eat, drink, and die. That is not the purpose that God had in 
view in sending us here. We are filled with the aspirations of Deity. We 
have great and godlike qualities lying latent and undeveloped within us; 
but they will be developed, for we are the offspring of God, and He wants 
to make us like Himself. That is why He has sent us here; not merely to 
eat and drink, but to prepare ourselves for eternity. How shall we live in 
eternity? I said in the beginning of my remarks that the religious world 
did not tell us anything about this, for they did not know. Will husband 
know his wife? Will wife know her husband? Will there be any closer tie 
between the husband and the wife in eternity than between the husband 
and a strange woman or the wife and a strange man? “I think not,” the 
religious man will say; “the Savior says there is no marrying or giving in 
marriage in the resurrection, and I think, therefore, that we will all live 
separately.” Well, how about these delightful associations that we have in 
this life? How is it that when men are separated from their wives, or when 
women are separated from their husbands, they frequently die themselves? 
How is it that mothers, when they lose a loved child, almost feel as though 
they wanted to die, too, and do sometimes die through grief?- Are these affec- 
tions anything? Are they to be obliterated? Are none of them to survive 
the resurrection? Are we to be mixed like so many cattle in eternity? Is 
that the fate which awaits men and women, created in the image of God? 
Is the procreative power to be lost—that gift which is the greatest that 
God has given to a human being? Are all these affections that are so 
delightful and so tender to be crushed out and never have room for ex- 
pansion? Why, it is the most hideous thought that can be presented to 
reflecting men and women. No; God has taught us better than this. 
He has revealed to us that these relationships that are so tender, and that 
make life so delightful, will exist beyond the grave. Wife will be united 
to husband. Children will be united to parents. The family relationship 
will exist in eternity, and the glory of a man and a woman will be in 
dwelling in the midst of their posterity and seeing that posterity increase. 
For after God seemingly had exhausted every blessing that He could give to 
Abraham, or that human heart could desire, He took him out and showed 
him the stars of heaven and said to him: “In blessing I will bless thee, and 
in multiplying I will multiply thy seed as the stars of the heaven, and as the 
sand which is upon the sea shore.” That seemed to be the crowning blessing 
—the blessing of all blessings—-that He pronounced upon His faithful ser- 
vant Abraham, after he had expressed a willingness to sacrifice his son Isaac. 
And this is the blessing that God has promised to every faithful man and 
woman—that to the increase of their seed there shall be no end. This 
will constitute the great glory of eternity—the man presiding over his 
family, and being lord over them. Thus it is that Jesus is called Lord of 
Lords. He is Lord of Lords because His brethren will exercise this power 
and authority over their posterity. And then what? Why the creative 
power will be givento men. They will not be sitting upon a cloud, thrum- 
ming a harp and singing songs. We will not spend our days throughout 
the endless ages of eternity in any such monotonous employment as this. 
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It is delightful as a recreation. It is very nice to sing and to have music at 
intervals; but to follow it up through eternity, and that be our sole occu- 
pation, it would be the most dreary prospect that the human mind could 
conceive of. There was a concert here last night. Would you like to have 
one to-night, to-morrow night, and the next night, and every night for a 
week, and have to go there to sing and hear singing? Why, you would get 
so tired of it that you would not know what to do with yourselves. That 
is not heaven. It is one of the joys of heaven, but it is not the sole occupa- 
tion of the redeemed. What will be their occupation? The exercise of 
that creative power that our Father and God has exercised in preparing 
this earth as the abode for man. He called together the elements and 
formed the earth as a habitation for man; and man, if he is faithful, will 
progress until he will do that very same thing for his posterity. Abraham, 
standing at the head of an innumerable posterity, will find it necessary 
to have room. He will want to emigrate after awhile from this earth and 
find a new habitation, for there will not be room enough on the gloritied 
earth for him and his posterity in the coming eternity. Thus it is that 
the heavens are bespangled with the glorious orbs that we see at night— 
the creations of God, peopled by the children of God. 

And all this God promises to us, if we are faithful. He says, “ You 
shall be kings, you shall be queens, you shall sit upon thrones, you shall 
sway sceptres, and you shall have power and dominion, if you prove your- 
selves faithful and true to me; and you shail be muy heirs, and joint heirs 
with my beloved Son, Jesus Christ, your Redeemer.” We have built 
temples that within their sacred walls these holy ordinances can be 
administered and these promises given and sealed upon the heads of the 
children of men. We have not commenced to do many things that will 
yet be done in temples. But we have made a beginning. We have begun 
to seal, by the authority of the Holy Priesthood, wite to husband, and 
where children are not born in the covenant, children to parents, or where 
they cannot be sealed to their parents, adopted to others as parents, for 
be it known, there must be a connecting link between every generation 
and dispensation from our father Adam down to the present. And that 
will have to be done in the temples of God. The marriages of our fathers 
and mothers—that is those of them who were married before God restored 
the Priesthood—were not eternal marriages. ‘(hey married until death 
should them part. It was a covenant that they entered into. ‘The priest 
that married them had no more authority from the Lord to marry them 
than a justice of the peace has. These marriages were recognized by the 
laws of the land as legal, but they did not extend beyond this time ; they 
were only until death should them part. Now they have died, and the 
covenant that they made with each other terminated with death ; it was 
no longer binding. How shall they be united for eternity? If the family 
relationship be the true relationship that shall exist in eternity between 
the sexes, how shall those who have died be united one to the other in 
eternity? God has commanded temples to be built in order that that 
ordinance may be attended to therein. Jesus died for us. He made a 
vicarious offering for us. He died in our stead, and through His death 
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we are redeemed. In like manner, we can be saviors, to a certain extent. 
We can act vicariously for our dead. If my grandfather and grandmother 
died before they had the opportunity of being married by the authority 
which God recognizes, and which would make their marriage binding for 
time and eternity, I, as their heir, can go forward in the temple of God, 
with the heiress, my sister, who may represent the female branch of the 
family, and we can be united for and in their behalf, acting for them in 
this vicarious manner. Thus the family relationship that existed and that 
was dissolved with death, can be re-created and made perpetual and 
binding throughout all eternity. Thus children can be sealed to their 
parents, and one generation to another, until the whole family of man 
shall be re-united and bound together, al] being the children of God. 
Hence it is as the Savior said, that there will be no marrying nor giving 
in marriage in the resurrection, because this ordinance will be attended to 
upon the earth in this manner. 

These will be some of the labors that we shall have to perform in the 
millennium, during the thousand years of peace on the earth, when Satan 
will be bound. We shall build temples, and we shall go forth in peace and 
in righteousness, doing the works of redemption that have to be done for 
those that have died in ignorance of the Gospel and without receiving 
these saving ordinances. We shall find plenty of employment during the 
thousand years in doing these works, and the earth will be cleansed from 
sin. Satan will be bound, and he will not have power to tempt the nations 
of the earth, and we shall dwell in peace and righteousness. There will 
be no war, for swords will be beaten into plowshares, and spears into 
pruning hooks, and there shall be peace from one end of the earth to the 
other. And this is the beginning of it here in these mountains. Already 
we have a foretaste of that spirit which, when it spreads throughout the 
earth, will bring about that happy consummation, that glorious period of 
which the Prophets and Apostles have spoken. Already that spirit has 
been poured upon us, to a certain extent, and we enjoy it; and when we 
live according to that spirit, there is no quarreling, there is no contention, 
there is no disposition to fight, but .we are filled with love. This, my 
brethren and sisters, as I have said, is a foretaste of that which is to come; 
and though it may seem to you that it is a long delayed day, it neverthe- 
less is near at hand. All we have to do is to bear patiently the trials and 
the afflictions that we have to contend with, for the hour of our deliverance 
is near at hand. The Lord is mighty, and this wickedness that now afflicts 
men and that is so sorrowful to contemplate, will be banished from the 
face of the earth ; for there will be calamities, and scourges and judgments 
go forth to remove the wicked ; and there will be but few men left, the 
Prophet says. Weare required to prepare ourselves for these things. God 
has not forgotten us, and will not forget us. He is with this people, and 
is overruling all things for our good, and if we are faithful He will de- 
liver us. 

But I want you, my brethren and sisters, to realize if you can—I want 
to realize it myself—that which God has done for us. How different are 
all our thoughts and all our anticipations from those that our fathers had 
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who had not the Gospel! We look at things differently. God has thrown 
a flood of light upon the principles of the Gospel. He has shown unto us 
that we lived with Him before we came here. We can understand why 
our Savior should be born as He was, because through the revelations that 
God has given to us we know that we were born in like manner. We 
know that we existed in the spirit world before we came here, and that we 
are really the offspring of our Father in heaven, and that He desired us to 
come here and receive tabernacles of flesh, that we might be tempted, tried 
and proved, to see whether we would be true to Him or not. The scenes 
through which we pass have for their express purpose this testing of our 
integrity. I tell you that Latter-day Saints ought to be a people of the 
strongest friendships. We ought to be a people that are bound together 
by ties that are far stronger than death. We ought to have a love for one 
another that would be like the love of angels. How can I be true to my 
Father in heaven if I am not true to my brethren? As the Apostle John 
says, “He that loveth not his brother whom he hath seen, how can he love 
God whom he hath not seen?” A man that is not true to his brother can- 
not be trusted. A woman that is not true to her hushand and to her children 
cannot be trusted. Such people God will not trust, and sooner or later they 
lose the Spirit of God and go out of the Church. And this spirit of divorce 
that is so prevalent in the world is not of God. There is too muchof it among 
Latter-day Saints. I tell you that where that spirit prevails the Spirit of 
God does not prevail. God intends two have a people who will not break 
their covenants; a people who will suffer degth rather than do this. If 
they have a friendship they will not break that friendship. If they have 
a brother, they will be true to that brother: They would rather lay down 
their lives than be untrue. They will not speak lightly about their brethren 
They will not belittle their brethren, nor disparage them. Neither 
will sisters disparage their sisters, nor speak lightly of them, nor backbite 
them. God is going to have a people of this kind. You remember what 
the Prophet Joseph said: “O ye Twelve! and all Saints! profit by this 
important key—that in all your trials, troubles, temptations, afflictions, 
bonds, imprisonmerts and death, see to it that you do not betray heaven ; 
that you do not betray Jesus Christ; that you do not betray the arothrem; : 
that you do not betray the revelations of God. * * 

Yea, in all your kicking and flounderings, see to it that you do not this 
thing.”

FACTS AND EVENTS. 


A dispatch from Washington, D. C., U. S. A., states that Senator Chandler introduced 
a bill in the Senate on January 5, which aims at the suppression of the Pinkerton 
Agency. It provides that it shall be unlawful for any body of men numbering ten or 
more, any of whom are subject to become part of the militia in any State in the United 
States, to assemble for drill, or to bear arms as a military squad, company, battalion, or 
other military organization, unless they are called forth by some civil or military officer ; 
and that it shall be the duty of the President to disband and disperse such organization ; 
the members thereof being subject to a fine not exceeding $1,000 or imprisonment for 
any term not exceeding a year, or both. 
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Commodore Skerrett, who is on his way to San Francisco to take command of the 
United States sloop Mohican, has declared to a press representative at Chicago that it is 
probable that the vessel may be ordered to proceed to Honolula shortly, owing to the 
discontent among the inhabitants of the Sandwich Islands. “If a change from the 
present rule should occur,” proceeded the Commodore, ‘‘there will be a strong movement 
to place the islands under the government of the United States, while at the same time 
there is a section which is in favor of British rule. Even if a majority of the inhabitants 
expressed a desire for annexation to the United States, it is likely that Great Britain 
would enter a vigorous protest against such a step.” 

Telegrams from the continent report that snowstorms of unprecedented violence have 
occurred throughout the country lying between Vienna and Trieste, causing interruption 
of railway communication. At Trieste the streets are almost deserted, and the theatres 
are closed. Snowdrifts several feet in height have formed in the public thoroughfares, and 
vehicular traffic is suspended. The steamship service between Trieste and Venice has 
also been discontinued. In Vienna and its environs traffic is likewise rendered very 
difficult by the large masses of snow covering the ground. Eleven thousand unemployed, 
both men and women, who for the greater part are poorly clad and have seen better 
times, are engaged by the authorities clearing away the snow. 

The cheap production of the beautiful metal, aluminum, continues to lead to various 
new applications of the material, which, on account of its extreme lightness, as well as its 
fine appearance, causes it to find favor in many employments. It is presently to be used 
in a totally new service in the city of Chicago, where a huuse of sixteen stories, at the 
corner of State and Madison Streets, is to be erected, which will be entirely fronted on 
both sides with aluminum, in lieu of brick or terra-cotta) This new departure in house 
building will be regarded with great interest. Opticians are also using aluminum largely 
for all kinds of fittings for instruments, such as mounts of lenses, tubes for telescopes, 
cases for opera glasses, and even tripod legs for cameras. It is also coming into use for 
such ornamental things as were formerly made of silver or ormolu; and many shops, 
where such things are sold, are now displaying a variety of articles made of the pretty 
white metal. 

The bulletin just issued by the census office, giving the statistics of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church of the United States, shows that this church has 102 annual conferences, not 
including ten or more in foreign countries. Connected with these conferences are 2,240,354 
communicants. North of Mason and Dixon’s line the Methodist Episcopal Church has 
organizations in nearly every county. ~ Though represented in every State, it is not so | 
strong in the South as its sister body, the Methodist Episcopal Church South, the statis- 
tics of which will be given in a forthcoming bulletin. Of the 2,790 counties in the States 
and Territories the Methodist Episcopal Church is represented in all save 585. It has 
25.861 organizations, with 22,844 church edifices, with a seating capacity of 6,302,708 ; 
and an aggregate value of $96.723,408. This valuation, which does not include parson- 
ages and other church property, is the largest reported by any denomination thus far, 
except the Roman Catholic. 

Speaking of the ruined Panama Canal works, a correspondent of a leading English 
newspaper, who visited Aspinwall recently, and inspected the deserted canal works says: 
**We went on shore at Colon, and for a long drive. We saw evidences of the greatest 
disgrace of the century in the engineering line. Miles of trucks falling to pieces, flowers 
and ferns all growing over them. Then we walked into the engine-sheds, where there 
were about fifty engines eaten up with rust. I picked up some ferns which had flourished 
on one of them. In the Canal there were about fifty dredgers and steamers, besides 
launches and boats, all going to rack and ruin. Half the town uninhabited, as three- 
fourths of the town consisted of engineers’ houses. M. Lesseps ran out a strip of land 
into the sea in order to build his house on it. This alone cost a large fortune. It now 
looks wretched, as does that of his son (who never came to Colon), which is in the same 
condition. Both are approached by an avenue of palms. The whole place is the most 
miserable God-forsaken hole you can imagine. That one drive was quite sufficient.”

A DESPICABLE PRACTICE. 


Amone the many and varied machinations of Satan in endeavoring to 
impede the progress of the Saints toward perfection, by producing strife 
and disunion in their midst, is that of inducing them to find fault one 
with another, or of “speaking evil” one of another. This practice has 
become so prevalent among nearly all grades of society, and so interwoven 
with every stage of life, that few escape the guilt consequent upon 
such a practice. To some who have become so habituated to it as not to 
discern its baneful tendency, the evil created by those who indulge in this 
vice may appear trifling, yet they seem to forget that five words cost 
Zacharias forty weeks’ silence. 

They, who, in a spirit of carelessness, or more properly speaking, reck- 
lessness, speak about others and canvass their characters, appear not to 
have learned the mighty influence that can be wielded by the tongue for 
the happiness or misery of mankind ; that a single word often destroys 
that confidence which might reign supreme where happiness exists, and 
often produces more extensive injury than almost any evil act that can 
be performed ; that “men are born with two eyes, but with one tongue 
in order that they may see twice as much as they say ; but from their con- 
duct one would suppose that they were born with two tongues and one 
eye; for those talk the most who have observed the least; and they 
obtrude their remarks upon everything, who have seen into nothing.” 

Something or other will occasionally occur in conversation that wil] call 
the name of some brother or sister into notice ; and no sooner is the name 
mentioned than an opinion is uttered respecting them: their merits and 
faults are all reviewed, an estimate of their character formed, and, whether 
correct or not, a decision pronounced in accordance therewith. It is need- 
less to remark that among the Latter-day Saints, especially, a mode of 
procedure of this character is productive of evil results. The character of 
a man, and his standing in the community among his brethren, is more 
valuable, and ought to be more highly prized, than all the gold or silver 
in the world. Whoever speaks lightly or accusingly of it, and in a man- 
ner that will bring discredit upon his good name, wounds him in a vital 
part ; an injury is done that is difficult to remedy.} The property of every 
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man is a matter of secondary importance ; it is perishable ; the man that 
robs his brother of it takes that which can be easily replaced ; but if he 
takes from him that which exercises a greater power than wealth, that 
which is the result of honor, rectitude and consistency on earth, the crown 
and glory of his life—his character, does him an injury that, in many in- 
stances, is felt for life. 

The least that can be said of those who indulge in this practice is that 
they are violating the law of God. The laws of the Holy Priesthood 
if strictly enforced, would deal summarily with such flagrant Jaw vio- 
lators, as, when such a course is taken, it generally consists of remarks 
and expressions calculated to destroy the work of God, by injuring those 
who are engaged in it. The principle is sometimes detected when one 
holding the Priesthood succeeds another, disapproves of his predecessor’s 
course and general polity, and makes it his immediate business to do away 
with the existing policy of conducting affairs, and, publicly or privately, 
disapproving of them, and establishing new plans of operation after his 
own views and inclinations. Aside from the fact that the adoption of 
such a course is far from being productive of good, the idea that the 
predecessor’s exertions may have been great, his labors unceasing, and his 
motives pure, according to the light and knowledge he possessed,—as much 
so, probably, as any who could succeed him—that it should be the study of 
the successor to guard the interests and influence of that brother as he 
would wish to have his own guarded under like circumstances, is, appar- 
ently, lost sight of. The Apostle informs us that “there are diversities of 
operations, but it is the same God which worketh in all,” and it would, 
therefore, not be reasonable to suppose that the policy adopted by one 
brother is not a righteous one, simply because it differs from that of 
another. Men differ in dispositions, temperament, and spirit, and God is 
the author of that difference. “Judge not that ye be not judged.” | 

Every man and every woman in the enjoyment of the inestimable 
privilege and blessing of a name and standing among the Saints of the 
Latter-days appreciate the fact that they have as much to do as they can 
stand under to save themselves from this untoward generation, without 
indulging in this practice. Many who have fallen into the habit to which 
allusion is made do not seem to be aware of the evil consequences attend- 
ing their indulgence init. They would recoil at the thought of doing their 
brother a great injury or wrong; yet they consider it no harm to indulge 
in gossip about his peculiarities which, in some instances, not only results 
in grievous harm to him, but also displeases the Spirit of the Lord. As 
by flattery a man is sometimes brought to open his bosom to his mortal 
enemy, so by detraction he is frequently brought to shut the same even to 
his best and truest friends. 

Sacred and profane history will substantiate the assertion that upon 
words in all ages have rested the axes of the intellectual world. A winged 
word has struck ineradicably in a million hearts, and envenomed every 
hour throughout their pulsation. Ona word have hung the destinies of 
nations; and it is because a word is unsusceptible of explanation, or be- 
cause they who employed it were impatient of any, that enormous evils 
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have prevailed in the history of many countries. The teachings of Jesus 
Christ—the pattern for all—on this subject should be borne in mind. 
They warrant the statement that genuine humility does not often talk 
about the sins of others, but shows its sense of tenderness toward other sin- 
ners. The example of our Savior shows that repentance opens the door of 
the heart, inwardly, toward God and all His children, and lets in all His 
sunshine. It tells us that the pulsations of that Divine love pour out 
unceasingly, and rush down in light and heat and life, like the ocean of 
light which perpetually flows from the sun; that if it is winter in our 
souls, it is because we have turned away from God and his love; that if 
it is night, it is not because God has gone away from us, but because we 
have gone away from Him. It asks the question, “Is it proper for a Lat- 
ter-day Saint to always walk carrying scales with which to measure, and 
balances to weigh, the faults of his brethren and sisters?” W. B. D. Jr.

Snow has fallen, 
if only fitfully, yet with more than ample abundance, and cross-country 
postmen have difficulty in deciding which are roads, and which are 
fields, in hurrying to their destination. Frost has visited the country 
with a keenness that vies with almost very known record of its perform- 
ances, twenty-seven degrees having been registered in the southeastern 
part of England In nearly all the large cities the present stormy weather 
is a God-send to thousands of idle men and women, who are given employ- 
ment in removing the snow from the streets, by the municipal authorities. 
The present winter is conceded to be the roughest experienced for many 
years. 


THE anti-Jewish movement in Germany is steadily growing. The Jewish 
question, says the official] organ of the Catholics, was never such a burning 
one as at present. Numerous excesses are reported against the Jews. In 
one instance an agent, suspected of being a Jew was set upon and mal- 
treated in such a manner that in self-defense he was obliged to fire upon 
his assailants. The Germania, the official organ of the Catholics, has 
published violent anti-Jewish articles, in which it remarks that the party 
desirous of annulling the emancipation of the Jews is ny growing in 
numbers. Intense feeling exists on both sides. 


A DISPATCH from Washington states that President Harrison has pro- 
claimed a general amnesty for all “Mormons” who, since November, 1890, 
have abstained from polygamic marriages, and who shall in future obey 
faithfully the laws of the country. The proclamation declares that those 
persons failing in this matter will be vigorously prosecuted. 


THE Army and Navy Journal of New York is authority for the state- 
ment that at the great Internationa] naval review, which is it take place 
in New York harbor in May next, in celebration of the opening of the 
Chicago exhibition, the Powers will be represented as follows: France, 9 
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ships; Russia 7; Germany 6; Italy 5; Spain 4; Chili 3; Austria 2; 
Holland 2; Brazil 2; Japan 2; Portugal 1; Greece 1; Sweeden 1; 
Norway 1; Mexico 1. Great Britain is not included in the list; and it 
is hinted that in case she does send at all, will send only three vessels at 
most. Commenting on this subject an English correspondent of the 7'imes 
says: “Let me recall an international episode. A generation ago, in an 
Eastern port, and in presence of an American warship, a British squadron 
was engaged in hostilities, and was being severely mauled. The American 
senior officer had no orders to take a hand in the game. On the contrary 
he had every reason to believe that, if he ventured to do so, he would 
imperil his commission. For a time he held his hand; but when he saw 
how the day threatened to go, he exclaimed, with an honest sea-oath 
‘Blood is thicker than water,’ and did, not as his orders but as his heart 
bade him. The action of that officer has never been repaid by this country 
I think he laid us under a certain obligation. What he did, he did at the 
peril not only of his commission but of his life. We have an opportunity 
of settling the debt, not only without risk and in peace time, but also 
under conditions which will enable us to reap great advantages.” 


THE LATE ELDER JAMES BARNES. 


WE have been requested to publish the following, dated West Weber, 
Utah, December 12, 1892, and addressed to the editor of the Deseret News: 

At the request of the many friends of the family of the late James 
Barnes, of this ward, who lately died of heart disease, I have compiled 
the following brief history of his life and labors in the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints. 

Brother Barnes was born March 17, 1829, at Breeds, Sussex County, Eng- 
land. His parents were of the laboring classes, and consequently he had 
to earn his living at a very early age. Shortly after his marriage with his 
wife, Caroline Jones, they both joined the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints in 1852. He was iminediately ordained and sent out to preach 
the Gospel, and was the means of bringing many to a knowledge of the 
truth. Brother Barnes labored faithfully in the various positions unto 
which he was called and was appointed to preside over the Hastings 
branch of the London Conference in 1855, retaining the position until 1873, 
when he emigrated with his family to Utah, settling in Mound Fort, 
Ogden, where he spent the winter of 1873-4. The following summer he 
moved to Tooele to look after the farm of A. M. Musser. In 1878 he 
secured a homestead in West Weber and moved his family upon it, where 
he continued to reside until his death. 

' He was a man of sterling integrity, honest in his dealings, and faithfully 

performed every duty placed upon him. Only a day or two before his 
death he visited his alloted portion of the ward as a teacher, praying with 
the families of the Saints and giving counsel and advice to the young. 
For some years he had been a sufferer of heart trouble, but this did not 
deter him from doing his duty. On Sunday morning, November 6, his 
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wife found him lying a corpse beside her, having passed away calmly in 
his sleep. 

At the funeral, which was held in Wilson Ward, the meeting house was 
crowded with friends from all parts of the country. Testimonies of his 
integrity and firm belief in the Gospel were made by President Middleton 
of Weber Stake, Elders James McFarland, Nathan Eldredge, H. D. Petter- 
son, Joseph Welber and Robert Sherwood, of Salt Lake City, who were 
baptized by the deceased. West Weber mourns the loss of_a faithful 
worker in the vineyard; the Sabbath School an efficient teacher; but we 
know that it can be truthfully said of him: “Blessed are the dead that die 
in the Lord.” He is at rest from his labors, his works will follow him. He 
leaves a wife and four children, eight grandchildren, and one great grand- 
child.

A TRAGEDY AT SNOWFLAKE. 


THE news of the untimely and deeply deplored death of Charles L. Flake 
—whose brother, James M., a few years since fulfilled an honorable mis- 
sion in Great Britain—which occurred at Snowflake, Arizona, on Decem- 
ber 8, will be read by many of the Saints with surprise and sorrow. 

The following particulars of the terrible tragedy, which are furnished 
by a correspondent of the Deseret News, will doubtless be read with in- 
terest by those acquainted with the bare facts only: 

“On Thursday, December 8, a telegram was received by the Flake 
brothers asking whether a certain individual, who was wanted in New 
Mexico for a recent bank robbery, was in the town. Inquiry proved that 
he was, and had been since Monday. The man referred to was well armed, 
had plenty of money, was in possession of a good mount, and gave the 
name of ‘Will Mason.’ After receiving information that the man was here, 
word came to arrest him, but that care should he exercised, as the robber 
was a bad fellow. | 

“Charles L. and James M. Flake proceeded to make the arrest. They 
found Mason at the yard door of Sister Hall, who keeps a small hotel, where 
he was stopping. Mason was repairing his cartridge belt, and upon being 
told by Charles L. that they had a warrant, the man made immediate 
resistance. As the Flake boys were grappling with him he shot over his 
shoulder at James M., striking his left ear, the powder burning his face. 
Almost instantly he fired a second shot at Charles L., the bullet passing 

rough his neck, from the effects of which injury he died about dne hour 
ator. M. fired at the robber almost at the same moment that 
Charliéwas shot. The bullet entered at the right corner of his mouth, 
tearing away the teeth and passing out at the left cheek. This paralyzed 
him, and as he fell another bullet from James’ gun passed through his 
head, killing him instantly. 

“The coroner held an inquest, and the body of Mason was taken by the 
officer from New Mexico to the scene of his recent robbery for identifi- 
cation. This is the seventh or eighth murder that the desperado had 
committed. 
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“Much sorrow and sympathy are manifested for the bereaved Flake 
family, and particularly for James, who feels keenly not only the loss of 
his brother, but also that necessity required him to shoot the murderer. 
But a general feeling prevails here that he has done his duty. 

“Charles L. Flake was the son of William J. and Lucy White Flake, and 
was born at Beaver, October 18, 1862. He was a very enterprising business 
man, and was well known and respected. Our town will miss him sadly, 
especially the poor, to whom he was a friend indeed. 

“Brother Flake leaves a wife and three small children to mourn his death. 

“The funeral services were held at the Snowflake Stake house at 1 p.m. 
on December 10, and was largely attended.” 


THE COAL MONOPOLY IN SALT LAKE CITY. 


REGARDING the present coal monopoly in Salt Lake City, the Deseret 
News gives the following, as the expressions of a prominent business 
man, which are interesting as a fair index to the feelings of the people 
in the matter: “There has been a good deal of talk in business circles 
and in the newspapers of late regarding the more than apparent necessity 
of a citizens’ railroad from Salt Lake to the coal fields in order to cut off 
and as far as possible prevent the robbery that has been perpetrated upon 
the people for these many years. If I read the signs aright this may and 
may not be done. In either event prompt action will be the only way to 
win. You may not be aware of it, but it is nevertheless true, that three 
offers have been made to the Utah Central people for their road between 
here and Park City. I know this statement is correct because the super- 
intendent of that road gave me the information himself. The object of 
each of the would-be purchasers is to secure the right-of-way and con- 
trol the building of a road from Park City to Coalville. Of course they 
all regard the coal fields of that locality a priceless bonanza, and it goes 
without saying that they are such.” 

“ Are the Utah Central people willing to sell out and if so, who are the 
prospective purchasers?” 

“As to that I can say authoritatively that the Chicago & North- 
western is one of them; that the Southern Pacific, which is bidding for 
the Rio Grande—all reports to the contrary notwithstanding—is another, 
and I am quite certain that the Union Pacific is the other. The Chicago 
& Northwestern has already been trying to secure the right-of-way of 
the Wyoming, Salt Lake & California, of which B. G. Raybould is presi- 
dent, W. L. Pickard vice-president, and S. F. Walker secretary and trea- 
surer. This line has a right-of-way from Lake Point beyond Garfield to 
the Wyoming line via Emigration canyon, and will satisfy the Chicago 
& Northwestern providing it cannot get control of the Utah Central ; 
but the prospective purchasers are anxious to buy the Utah Central and 
the right of way of the Wyoming, Salt Lake & California. This done 
and the scheme to build a citizens’ railway to the coal fields is no more. I 
am prepared to say this, however, that the Wyoming, Salt Lake & 
California company, which is composed entirely of home men, will be 
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willing to at once, if necessary, go hand in hand with the citizens m any 
movement tending to the construction of a road to the coal beds. I do 
not mean to say that these gentlemen would not sell out to the Chicago 
& Northwestern if they received a big offer, but I do mean that they 
would be satisfied with any paying percentage in a joint road and thus 
aid in strangling the monster monopoly that is now sapping the finances 
of the people.” 


UTAH NEWS. 


(Summarized from Territorial papers. ) 
A glass manufactory is to be started at Ogden. 


Wm. H. Shearman, an old and respected citizen of Salt Lake City, died at his residence 
on the evening of December 19, of heart failure aged 61 years. 


Brigham Smoot, of Provo, who has been on a mission to Samoa and the Sandwich 
Islands for the past three years, reached home on December 20, feeling well. 


A fire in Spencer & Lynch’s shoe store on December 19, created damage to the 
amount of several hundred dollars. The loss was fully covered by insurance. 


Mrs. Ella Dyer has brought suit against Spencer Clawson and Joseph Dietrich in the 
Third District Court for $15,000 for alleged damages to certain property on Commercial 
and Olive Streets in Salt Lake City. 

Johu T. Dean, who was sentenced to three years in the Penitentiary upon conviction 
of assault with intent to commit murder, in the First District Court, at Provo, in October, 
1891, has been pardoned by Governor Thomas and was released recently. 


Reports from all parts of the Territory show that the present winter is quite a severe 
one. Considerable snow has fallen, both in the valleys and in the mountains, and 
the prospects for plenty of water thus far, for next summer’s crops, are exceedingly 


good. 

Excavating for the Southern Pacific shops commenced at Ogden on December 21, and 
construction of buildings will be pushed as rapidly as possible. Although the ground is 
full of frost, the company is very desirous of getting the work in operation. Employees 
of the railroad at Terrace are already removing to Ogden and several have purchased 
building sites. 

Subscription lists are about to be circulated in all the towns of Cache county for the 
purpose of raising means wherewith to erect a monument to the memory of John H. 
Gibbs who in company with Elder Berry was martyred while performing a mission in 
Tennessee in 1884. The Young Men’s Mutual Improvement Associations have the 
matter in charge. 


The contract has been signed between the Ogden Chamber of Commerce and the Rio 
Grande Western for the removal of the company’s shops all along its line to Ogden, and 
upon the approval of the deed to the proposed site by the railroad attorneys the necessary 
buildings will be erected. In addition to the shups, roundhouses large enough to accomo- 
date all the engines on this division, will be erected and considerable new trackage, both 
freight and passenger, will be put down. 

The Sanpete Valley Railroad extending from Nephi to Chester has been obliged to 
Cease operations on account of its inability to pay expenses, and on December 3 its 
meagre business stopped. The road was built by Simon Bamberger in 1882 for an 
English syndicate known as the Central Pacific Coal and Coke Company. This company 
is still interested in the little road by reason of holding a mortgage of $400,000 against 
it. It was at first believed that the road would prove a profitable investment, but subse- 
quent developments proved to the contrary. 
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A fire at Beaver, Beaver county, destroyed the most valuable business corner of that 
city on December 12. The property destroyed was Mansfield, Murduck & Co's two-story 
building, no insurance ; James Fennemore's store, fully insured; George Wvoodhouse’s 
harness shop, not insured; C. C. Woodhouse’s store and postoffice, partly insured. 


It is reported that a meteoric rock, fifteen inches in diameter by twenty inches leng, and 
in the shape of an egg, was found recently near Beaver City, by some boys in a canyon. 
It is now in the possession of Mr. Davis of Beaver City, who talks of sending it to the 
World’s fair. It weighs between one hundred and fifty and one hundred and eighty 
pounds. It looks much like lava except that it is very smooth. 


On December 19, Sern J. Nielsen, cashier of the bank at Mt. Pleasant, Utah, was 
shot by a person supposed to have been P. S. Nielsen, while sitting in his mother’s house, 
the ball passing through his body just above the heart. Nielsen, who was arrested is 
about twenty-two years of age and was born and raised in Mt. Pleasant. His father has 
been very liberal in giving his son an education and for several years past has had him in 
attendance at an eastern college. Since his return, he has been employed as teller in the 
bank. Nielsen, the wounded man, will, it is said, recover. 


When the Judges of the Territorial Supreme Court rendered their decision in the case 
of the United States versus the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints at the last 
term, the opinion appeared to meet with such general approval that it was thought the 
matter had been definitely settled. But after being allowed to slumber for several weeks, 
an appeal has been entered by counsel for the government, and since perfected, with 
Clerk Bache, who is engaged preparing the transcript. This with other papers in the 
case will be forwarded to Washington in order that the case may be laid before the 
Supreme Court of the United States. 


Mr. and Mrs. George A. Dusenberry and their baby, of Provo, had a very miraculous 
escape from death recently. The water had been turned off from the water jacket in the 
kitchen range, which supplies hot water to the bathroom, and without noticing this a fire 
was kindled in the range. When Mrs. Dusenberry attempted to get some hot water there 
was none in the boiler. She asked her husband what was the matter and he immediately 
turned the cold water into the red-hot jacket. Instantly there was a terrific explosion 
scattering parts of the stove, stove furniture and fire all over the room. The haby was in 
the high chair by the side of the stove and the hair was singed from its head, but for- 
tunately none of the missiles struck the child. ‘lhe room was filled with smoke and 
steam but Mrs, Dusenberry groped her way to the baby and carried it from the house. 
For a few minutes it seemed as though the house were on fire, as burning coals were 
scattered all over the room. When the smoke cleared away it was discovered that the 
stove was the only thing seriously damaged and a little of the plaster was knocked from 
the ceiling. 

A special dispatch to one of the non-‘‘ Mormon” Salt Lake dailies from Washington, 
D. C., dated December 5, in speaking of the probable admission of Utah into the Union 
at the present session of Congress, says: ‘*‘ The condition of the Territorial bills is as 
follows: The bill for the admission of New Mexico is on the Senate calendar. Those 
for Arizona and Utah are in committee. Senator Carey says he favors the admission of 
New Mexico and Utah, but donbts Arizona’s tinancial ability to maintain the expense of 
statehood. ‘There isa general feeling among all Republicans that all the Territories fitted 
for statehood should come in at vnce irrespective of tbeir political preferences. There is 
still some hesitancy about Utah. It is admitted that she will certainly come in through 
the votes of the Congress. Some senators, however, express the opinion that Mr. Rawlins 
should have the credit of seouring her admission as a Gentile candidate willing to assume 
the responsibility of his statements that ‘changed conditions’ warrant the change in 
government. Senator Dubois said this morning that this was his position, and he would 
vote in the next Congress for Utah’s admission, satisfied from his personal experiences in 
the last campaign that it would be safe. He is sure that Mr. Rawlins will make a credit- 
able representative, and should receive the laurels coming from successful advocacy.” 
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
